Sprin gfield, 111., Ju n e 3.—A desperate 
effort on the part of the Repu blican 
leaders to break the deadlock in the 
•tate con v en tion failed last ev en in g, 
an d at 8 o'clock the assemblage took 
a recess u n til 10 a. m. today withou t 
hav in g n omin ated a can didate for gov ­ 
ern or. 
The attempt to brin g abou t the break 
was a spectacu lar on e. 
Ex -Con gress­ 
man Walter Reev es, chairman of the 
committee on resolu tion s, an d Chair­ 
man 
Can n on en gin eered 
the plan , 
which was made possible by the report 
of the committee on resolu tion s, which 
presen ted the resolu tion which it orig­ 
in ated an d which was referred to the 
committee at Wedn esday 's session . 
This resolu tion was to the effect that 
the delegates be released from in stru c­ 
tion s, an d when it was presen ted Mr. 
Reev es called u pon the can didates on e 
by on e to come before the con v en ­ 
tion an d ex press their opin ion regard­ 
in g it. 
Each declared in fav or of the reso­ 
lu tion . Then Mr. Reev es y ielded a por­ 
tion of his time to John W. Parker, 
the au thor of the resolu tion , who u rged 
its adoption in letter an d in spirit as 
well. 
Con gressman Can n on then deman d­ 
ed the atten tion of the con v en tion , elo­ 
qu en tly pleaded with the delegates to 
break the deadlock. He declared that 
the delegates mu st compromise an d 
called atten tion to the fact that the 
con v en tion by its In action was in ju r­ 
in g the Repu blican party n ot on ly in 
Illin ois, bu t in the en tire n ation . 
"Let’s adopt this resolu tion /* he 
said, “an d then n omin ate a ticket an d 
let’s do it today .** 
There was n ot a 
v ote again st the resolu tion , bu t when 
the roll was called on the six ty -sev en th 
ballot there was n o su bstan tial chan ge 
from the ballots of the prev iou s day . 
When the con v en tion recon v en ed for 
the aftern oon session , the lon g ex pect­ 
ed break from Yates to Lowden came 
an d he got the v ote of Speaker Can ­ 
n on ’s district as well as the v otes of 
sev eral other cou n ties an d some scat­ 
terin g delegates. 
For sev eral ballots 
his v ote in creased until he reached a 
v ote of 631 Mi- Then the tide tu rn ed 
an d on the closin g 
ballo t, the 7 8 th, 
his v ote had dropped to 532^. 
It re­ 
qu ires 752 to n omin ate. 
Yates’ lowest v ote du rin g the day 
was 36 2 an d his closin g v ote was 405. 
There was n o material chan ge in the 
v ote of the other can didates. 
Mu ch ex citemen t prev ailed du rin g 
the aftern oon session . 
Lowden shou t,- 
ers started sev eral demon stration s in 
efforts to stampede the con v en tion , 
an d they made a great dtn . 
When 
Lowden began to fall back the Yates 
people began a demon stration an d let 
down from the girders a great ban n er 
bearin g the qu otation : 
“Hold the 
Fort.” 
Chairman Can n on ordered it taken 
down , an d a dozen ready han ds, led by 
Sheriff Ben Brain erd, tore it from its 
fasten in gs an d threw the wreck in to 
the Morgan cou n ty Yates delegation . 
A free-for-all fight was prev en ted on ly 
by the in terferen ce of the police. The 
ban n er, after its rescu e by the Yates 
men . was hu n g u p in the rear of the 
platform.

Fiv e hu n ­ 
dred ton s of coal hav e been pu rchased 
by this compan y for u se ben eath the 
boilers of its pu mpin g station , west of 
Fairmou n t.

The Traction compan y n ow has a 
force of abou t thirty -fiv e men at work 
in this city u n der the su perv ision of 
Geo. S. 
Hen ry , u n loadin g m aterial 
for the con stru ction of the road. 
The u n loadin g of rails is an in ter­ 
estin g sight an d there are some in ter­ 
estin g facts con n ected w ith that part 
of the work. 
The rails are lon g an d 
heav y an d are let down off the car by 
mean s of a derrick, when they are 
piled u p in order to remain there u n ­ 
til the ties are distribu ted alon g the 
right-of-way an d laid down ready to 
receiv e the rails. 
The ties will be hau led to their 
places with teams from where they 
are n ow bein g u n loaded, in the west 
part of town , bu t the rails w ill n ot be 
distribu ted alon g the road before be­ 
in g laid, bu t a small piece of track 
wTill be started here, after which they 
will be loaded on small cars drawn by 
small steam en gin es own ed by the 
traction compan y an d w ill be laid 
right ahead of this train , so that they 
wrill be pu t down as fast as taken to 
the place. 
These en gin es 
an d cars w ill be 
brou ght here in a few weeks. 
They 
are n ow bein g u sed to hau l grav el to 
balast the Shelby v ille lin e. 
The rails for the n ew road are six ty 
feet, in len gth an d weighin g sev en ty 
pou n ds to the'y ard, or fou rteen hu n ­ 
dred pou n ds each. 
When they are 
laid in their place after bein g u n ­ 
loaded, they are cau ght by twelv e to 
fou rteen men , who u n derstan din g how 
to han dle them in con cert, can place 
them in the desired position w ithou t 
mu ch effort. 
A large n u mber of poles are bein g 
u n loaded hero on the v acan t lots n ear 
the lake Erie depot. [Mr. Hen ry , who 
recen tly mov ed here to this city , fin ds 
some trou ble in secu rin g the n eeded 
help, an d also fin ds trou ble in fin din g 
places for them to board. 
Fifteen 
men wore brou ght to this city from 
Shelby v ille, Wedn esday . 
Mr. Hen ry ’s desk "an d office fix tu res 
will arriv e here from In dian apolis, 
an d temporarily will be placed in the 
office of the Cen tral Fu el compan y . 
The lay in g of tracks on the streets 
of Ru shv ille will begin in the n ex t 
few weeks, an d the compan y hav e 
adopted a plan to lay them w ithou t 
in terferin g w ith traffic. 
They will 
lay the track in on e squ are at a time 
an d place the street in as good con di­ 
tion as it was before it was torn u p, 
before begin n in g on an other. 
In asmu ch as dou ble tracks are to be 
laid, streets w ithin the squ are u pon

will be 
blocked to traffic while the tracks are 
bein g laid.

In teaching bo th men and wo men in co l­ 
leg e since 1 8 8 1 my ex perience has inv ariably been 
that the thing s which interested men did no t interest 
wo men in the same way , and v ice v ersa, and I hav e alway s felt that 
if I were teaching them separately I sho uld hav e to put the EM­ 
PHASIS at different po ints in o rder to do the best wo rk fo r each.

I hav e alway s fo und that wo men in co lleg e, as a rule, hav e to be 
bo unded into o bjecting to any thing that the INSTRUCTOR say s. 
One has to appro ach nearer to the po int o f absurdity to g et them to 
take a critical attitude to ward the instructo r's autho rity than in 
the case o f men. 
I hav e no do g ma abo ut the permanency o f this dif­ 
ference, but so far as my ex perience g o es it is the rule. 
This wo uld 
also g iv e me the cue to DIFFERENCES OF TACTICS in the two 
eases.

The case from Boon e an d Decatu r 
cou n ties, in which the apportion men t 
law of 19 03 was held u n con stitu tion al, 
were both affirmed by the Su preme 
cou rt y esterday . 
The differen ce be­ 
tween these su its ajid the on e from 
Ripley cou n ty , decided three weeks 
ago, lay on ly in the ffon n of the ac­ 
tion s. 
That was a man damu s proceed­ 
in g again st the cou n ty officers to com­ 
pel the holdin g of an election n ex t fall 
u n der the apportion men t act of 189 7. 
The Boon e cou n ty case was an action 
to en join the cou n ty officers from 
holdin g the election u n der the law of 
19 03, bu t askin g n o decision as to the 
right to hold it u n der an y other law. 
In the Dearborn cou n ty case an in ­ 
ju n ction was also asked an d was on ly 
distin gu ished by the fact that the 
plain tiff in that su it represen ts the 
district of which greatest complain t 
was made as a gerry man der—William 
H. O’Brien , Democratic State chair­ 
man an d join t Sen ator from Dearborn 
an d oher cou n ties. 
In affirmin g the 
two in ju n ction su its to-day the cou rt 
declares that “ w ithou t decidin g an y 
qu estion in regard to the n atu re of the 
proceedin g, we hold that the act of 
19 03 is u n con stitu tion al,“ an d there­ 
fore the cases are affirmed.”

Lon don , Ju n a 3.—Telegrams from 
differen t poin ts seem to con firm the 
ru mors that Gen eral Ku ropatkin ia at­ 
temptin g a div ersion in tha direction 
of Port Arthu r. 
Ru ssian rein force­ 
men ts, accordin g to a dispatch from 
Tien Tain , are mov in g sou thward from 
Kaipln g toward Wafan gtlen u n der Gen ­ 
eral Stalken berg. 
They comprise a 
battery of artillery , fou r Siberian regi­ 
men ts an d a compan y of Cossacks, ag­ 
gregatin g 12,000 men . 
An other brig­ 
ade is followin g, the in ten tion bein g 
to en gage the Japan ese n ow attaokin g 
Port Arthu r, in their rear. 
The 
Stan dard’s correspon den t at 
Tien Tain , sen din g the same n ews, 
say s: 
“The Ru ssian force in the en ­ 
gagemen t at Wafan gtlen May 30, is 
su pposed to hav e been formed of fou r 
Siberian regimen ts which were report­ 
ed to hav e left Tachiachao May 29 , 
bein g the first portion of a reliev in g 
colu mn for Port Arthu r. The railroad 
Is fairly in tact from the n orth of Wa- 
fan gtien , bu t is completely destroy ed 
from there to Pu lan tien . 
The Jap­ 
an ese are u n con cern ed ov er this dem­ 
on stration . bein g con v in ced that It will 
be impracticable for the Ru ssian s to 
mov e a su fficien t force to prov e ef­ 
fectiv e.** 
These reports are receiv ed with g 
certain measu re of skepticism In Lon ­ 
don . The belief here is that if Gen eral 
Ku ropatkin is u n dertakin g su ch a des­ 
perate mov e he can on ly be doin g so 
In deferen ce to the stron gest political 
pressu re an d again st hit own better 
Ju dgmen t. 
No fu rther n ews of an y kin d has 
been receiv ed abou t the mov emen ts of 
the Japan ese forces. 
Both Gen erals 
Ku roki an d Oku are workin g in the 
u tmost 
secrecy . 
The 
Daily 
Tele­ 
graph’s will-in formed Tokio correspon ­ 
den t estimates the total defen din g 
force in Port Arthu r as 30,000. 
“This is a most formidable army /* 
he say a, “an d it will be a marv elou s 
achiev emen t to carry by assau lt au ch 
a place with more than a score of 
great lan dward forts disposed at a 
distan ce of fifteen miles from the har­ 
bor. 
Still the redu ction of the place 
can be u n dou btedly accomplished.** 
Accordin g to the Chron icle’s Tokio 
correspon den t the Ru ssian s hav e com­ 
pleted elev en fortresses at Liao Yan g 
an d are lay in g min es at a distan ce of 
5,000 feet arou n d them.

CLEARING THE WAY 


Delegates to Chicago Convention De­ 
vising Ways and Means. 
Indianapolis, June 3.—Eighteen of 
the thirty delegates to the Republican 
national convention attended the meet­ 
ing here yesterday afternoon.

meeting was brief—almost painfully 
so to those who came here expecting 
a long session. 
The only businesa was 
the adoption of a resolution to meet 
in Chicago pa Monday morning before 
the convention to organize, authoriz­ 
ing an assessm ent of $5 against each 
delegate and $10 against each alter­ 
nate for expenses and the appointm ent 
of a committee to arrange and have 
charge of the headquarters. 
The Hon. 
John B. Cockrum of this city, a Sev­ 
enth district delegate, was made chair­ 
man of this committee, which will 
probably go to Chicago within a few 
days to make the arrangem ents. 
The 
assessm ent was lighter than usual, as 
It is generally $100 for each delegate. 
W hile the m atter of organization was 
not discussed during the meeting, the 
delegates seemed to understand that 
Senator ^Beveridge Is to be chairman 
and Senator Fairbanks the member of 
the committee on resolutions in case 
it Is net evident that he is to be the 
nominee for vice president; otherwise 
Governor Durbin may be selected for 
the place. 
The idea of naving a spe­ 
cial train from here to Chicago was 
abandoned.

known 
Evansville 
politicians, 
who have been here since yesterday, 
took occasion to give a black eye to 
the story that there is an estrange­ 
ment between Congressman Hemen* 
way of Boonvllle, and George A. Cun­ 
ningham of Evansville, First district 
chairman.

THE OUT DOOR CURE 


Will Be Thoroughly Tested by the Illi­ 
nois Medical Society. 
Ottawa, 111., June 3.—W ith the ob­ 
ject of dem onstrating that pulmonary 
consumption, If not too far advanced 
can be cured in the climate of Illinois, 
a tent colony is about to be established 
a t Ottawa under the care of the Illi­ 
nois Medical society. 
Plans are well 
advanced for the enterprise. 
The site 
taken, twenty five or thirty acres over­ 
looking the Illinois river, has been do­ 
nated to the use of the colony, and ar­ 
rangem ents are now In progress for 
the purchase of the tents and other 
equipment. At first the capacity of the 
colony will be about thirty patients, 
though the limit will be increased from 
tim e to- time. 
Men and women pa­ 
tients will be received. 
The colony will be open sum m er and 
w inter alike.
